RUBBER RECEIVED BY 
BETHEL OIL DEALERS 


Figures given today by local 
garages and servic: stations 
indicate that receipts of scrap 
rubber here to date amount to 
17,737 pounds. At this rate the 
community will be well ahead 
by the end of the drive June 30. 


An appeal to every man, woman, 
and child in Maine to accept and 
fulfill a quota of at least five 
pounds of scrap rubber to be turn- 
ed in to a gasoline service station 
before June 30 in the petroleum in- 
dustry scrap rubber drive, was 
made today by R, H. Tyler, Chair- 
man of the Maine Petroleum On- 
dustries Committee. 

To meet a five pound quota, Mr, 

Tyler pointed out, it will be neces- 
sary for some people to turn in 
double or triple their quota, in or- 
der to make up for the small chii- 
dren and-the adults who. are un- 


“able to meet their full quota. On 


the basis of the last census, an 
average of five pounds per capita 
would produce sround 2,118 tons 
or 4,236,130 pounds of scrap rub- 
ber in Maine, exclusive of indus- 
trial scrap. 

“To win the war, America must 
overcome its rfibber shortage,” 
{ Mr. Tyler said, “Old rubber that 
lies around in basements, attics, 
garages, and barns only rots and 
disintegrates and does nobody, any 
good. But if it ts turned in to a 
service station before June 30, it 
will be reprocessed and will help; 
materially to ease the stringent 
rubber shortage, 

“Not only is this one way for ev- 
ery man, woman, and child to 
help win the war, but it will do 
much to prevent every individual 
from ‘belng deprived of the many 
daily necessities of life which are 
made of rubber, 

"The scrap rubber campaign 
ends June 30th, Until that tims 
filling stations will pay one cent 
a pound for rubber baby carriage 
tires, bicyele tires, automobile tires 
nutomobile tubes, rubber soles or 
heels, rubber gloves, bathing caps, 
bathing suits and aprons, rubber 
sheets, pads, mats, and baby pants, 
rubber boots and overshoes, gardeii 
hose, and other articles made of

The second campaign for funds 
to support the USO (United Serv- 
ice Organizations) is now under 
way through the nation.
